9. PENSION OBLIGATIONS UNDER THE TERMS OF 


THE HAMILTON MUNICIPAL RETIREMENT FUND 


Approximately 600 employees of the Region will be future beneficiaries 
under the terms and conditions of this Fund. Any actuarial deficiency which 
might occur in the Fund subsequent to December 31, 1973, in respect of these 
employees, is the responsibility of the Region. It is estimated that the amount 
of this deficiency, as at December 31, 1974, lies between $500,000 and $750,000. 
Provision has been made in the current budget of the Region for the year 1975 
when it is anticipated that the amount will be determined. 

LO LIABILITIES FOR VESTED SICK LEAVE BENEFITS 

Under the Sick Leave Benefit Plan for employees, unused sick leave 
accumulates, and employees may become entitled to cash payments in lieu of sick 
leave upon termination of service after ten continuous years. The liability 
for these accumulated days, to the extent that they could be taken in cash, amounts 
to approximately $4,000,000 at the end of the year.

Tike CONTRACTUAL OBLIGATIONS 


(A) Prior Agreements - The Region has assumed obligations under 
agreements previously executed between the Province of Ontario 
and certain Area Municipalities. Significant future long term 
liabilities may be incurred under the agreements. The Region's 
annual debt charges required to service its share of the future 
long term liabilities will be recovered from benefitting property 
owners or users of self-sustaining services. The agreements relate 
to the following capital projects - 


(i) The Ancaster Sewer Project - The expenditures are to be 
financed out of proceeds of long term liabilities of the 
Province. in approximate terms, it is estimated that the 
Region's portion of the debt will amount to $5,000,000; 
that $2,000,000 of this debt plus interest, will be serviced 
out of special levies charged to benefitting property owners; 
and that the balance plus interest, will be serviced out of 
the Regional sewer surcharge.
